The reason that King was selected was because he was 
such an heroic figure, not only in sav ing California to the 
Union during that strenuous period of the outbreak of the Civ il 
W ar, hut also for the humanitarian and philanthropic 
work 
which he did in raising one-fourth of the total money that was 
raised 
in 
this country 
for the “ Sanitary Commission,” and 
thereby aiding the soldiers of the Union. 
It does not sound 
so much today, hut in the light of the conditions which he met, 
‘the heroism and ability, patriotism and dev otion of King stand 
out in bold relief. 
H e passed through the Golden Gate into San Francisco Kay 
April 28, i860, just past his 35th birthday. 
H e passed out 
through the Golden Gate into the Glory land on March 4, 1864, 
I he San Francisco Bulletin spoke of him on the v ery day of his 
death in the following language: 
“The announcement of the death of Rev . Thomas Starr 
King Htartles the community, and shocks it like the loss of a 
great battle or tidings of a sudden and undreamed of public 
calamity.

One can hardly realize that 
the stirring conflict of the Civ il W ar was so 
dose upon the years of the old aristocratic 
rule of the Spaniards in our own great state. 
The discov ery of gold, the rush of settlers, 
the cession of California to the United States, 
brought it into immediate importance and North 
and South fought early ov er its attitude on 
the slav ery question. 
It will be recalled that 
J ames Russell Lowell took this v iew of it in 
"The Big elow Papers” :

H e receiv ed the electoral v ote, how-

ev er, because of a three-sided contest in which

polled 
nearly three- 
fourths of the total v otes cast. 
At the time of 
this election, out of the 114 members of the 
state Legislature, but 24 belonged to the Re­ 
publican party. 
Despite the work of Brod­ 
erick and Baker, California was still predom 
inantlv pro-slav ery in its sentiment. 
Shortly after the first settlers came to Cali­ 
fornia, there had been a dream among the peo­ 
ple of this state of a Pacific Empire, because 
of the isolation of this v ast territory between 
the sea and the mountains. 
There was little 
communication then with other parts of the 
country and a div ergence of purpose, naturally, 
between the settlers in California and the old­ 
er gections o f the United States.

It is quite ev ident from recent decisions in­ 
v olv ing

bench, Mr, J ustice Roberts, has maintained the 
attitude toward such questions to which we 
hav e become accustomed. 
Mr. J ustice Holmes 
and M>, J ustice Brandeis 
generally dissent, 
and are frequently joined by Mr. J ustice Stone. 
The six remaining justices, if anything, seem 
to be somewhat more steeped in their con­ 
serv atism than when Mr. Taft was chief justice. 
Occasionally, he and J ustice Sanford were lin­ 
ed up with the three dissenters when certain 
factors entered into legislation which slightly 
modified the more progressiv e point of v iew. 
That attitude does not seem to be probable on 
the part of their successors, 
Chief 
J ustice 
Hug hes and J ustice Roberts. 
But ev en with the court constituted as it is, 
this is not necessarily a permanent attitude. 
Mr. Dooley once said that the Supreme Court 
closely watched "the illiction returns.” 
With 
all the v aunted independence of the J udiciary, 
the Court has been sensitiv e to the tides of 
popular sentiment. 
It is nev er a jump ahead 
of popular sentiment; but neither is it quite 
a jump behind. 
Usually it keeps abreast of it. 
This is the only hope of changed attitudes in 
the Court as* at present constituted.

meantime the dissenting opinions of the three 
justices of the minority are making public opin­ 
ion.

About $600,000,000 of the old, large paper money is still 
outstanding. 
Technically, it is “ in circulation” ; but it doesn’t 
seem to circulate. 
If it did, it would find its way into the banks, 
and then be macerated by the Gov ernment, and replaced by the 
new, small-sized notes’. 
This is what has happened, during the 
past twenty months, to about $4,400,000,000 of the old currency. 
The rest of the old currency has gone into hiding. 
Only in 
that way could it hav e escaped the axe. 
Another proof that 
most of the old $600,000,000 is being hoarded is the fact that 
rarely, nowadays, does any one receiv e a large-sized bank note. 
Moreov er, if so much of the old money is being hoarded, 
it is certain that much of the new money is being hoarded. 
For 
few people are so dumb as to suppose that a large one-dollar 
bill is worth more than a small one-dollar bill. 
If you own any of this hoarded money, do something with 
it. 
Spend it, inv est it, or put it in a bank. 
Get it into circula­ 
tion. 
If you don’t trust anybody but the United States Gov ern­ 
ment, put your money in a Postal Sav ings Bank. 
You will hav e 
greater security, plus interest on your money. 
Some persons are urging you to spend your money; others 
are urging you to sav e your money; but nobody wants you to 
hoard it. 
AH the hoarded money in the world does not take a 
single jobless man out of the bread-line.
